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Senate Passes 
Serrano Support

Spanish professor Estella 
Serrano received further support 
in her fight for tenure last 
Wednesday when the Student 
Senate passed a_ resolution 
urging the Foreign Language 
Department to reverse its 
decision in refusing her tenure, 

Miss Serrano has been re- 
fused her tenure by the Foreign 
Language Department because 
she has not yet obtained her 
Ph.D, 

\bout 30 students filled the 
spectator area in the senate 
meeting to support the resolution 
introduced by Student Senator 
Bill Schmidt, which said that 
because Miss Serrano’s students 
feel that she is an outstanding 
instructor, despite her lack of 
a doctorate, she should be given 
tenure. It stated that previous 
tenure cases have shown that 
a doctorate and excellence in 
teaching are not necessarily 
reliant upon one another. 

The students called upon the 
Student Senate for the resolution 
after showing their support for 
Miss Serrano through petition, 
demonstrations, and editorials, 

Senator Barbara Erson asked 
for facts pertaining to the case 
before the senate passed the 
resolution, and she was well 
supplied with them, Professor 
Gregory, faculty representative, 
said that Miss Serrano is very 
important jin working with dis- 
advantaged students and that it 
is important she stay. ‘‘It would 
be a tragedy to lose her, in the 
history of this college, and in 
the history of this country, for 
that matter.’’

rrelevance Keynotes ‘Relevancy

The agony of students around 
the world is becoming in- 
creasingly clear. FromColumbia 
to Warsaw, students, in a more

and more violent manner, are 
making this agony quite clear. 

Otto Butz and Donald Sturte- 
vant pinpointed this agony in a 
four-teacher panel discussion 
here yesterday, Kutz philo- 
sophized, Sturtevant dramatized; 
in effect, they said the same 
thing —-that there is a growing 
student discontent that must be 
answered, and answered now, 

Butz, Sacramento State’s aca- 
demic vice-president, was the 
first to speak —and he spun out 
the philosophy. The panel was 
titled ‘‘The Crisis of Relevancy”’ 
— Butz first did the ‘‘slum 
clearing’’ of explaining § the 
reasons for the crisis, then 
turned to the ‘‘urban renewal’’ 





of listing conerete steps needed 
to remedy the crisis, 

Sturtevant was the second to 
speak, and spun out the drama. 
In a methodical and logical pro- 
gression, he answered an attack 
upon himself by a colleague, pin- 
pointed the student malaise that 
is pervading the world, and turned 
to the ‘stella Serrano tenure case 
as a metaphor for action SSC’s 
administration should take re- 
garding the relevancy crisis, 

Sturtevant first referred to a 
recent Hornet interview in which 
he said students are increasingly 
finding more violent ways of ex- 
pressing discontent than sit-ins 
am mill-ins —'‘witness Colum- 
hia’’ said Sturtevant. 

He then referred toa colleague 
charge that he had been taking 
advantage of this type of potential! 
“student power’? —. ., faculty 
members lead insular lives here 
—how can we hope to dispel the 
ignorance of such men who do 
not even learn from their TV 
sets and newspaper.’ 

And then Sturtevant turned to 
the relevancy of his own speaking 
on a panel at the moment. ‘‘A 
student said to me |»st week... 
the time for talking is past. You 
have a crisis of action on your 
hands, not of words...”’ 

Sturtevant said that too many 
professors are failing to listen 
to student desires —that they 
must hear students when they 
say, ‘‘We want to know and if 
possible to love you, not to fear 
and hate you. We want to share 
your excitement with learning, 
not simply to be a distant wit- 
ness to it. We want to make an 
ecstasy Of going to college — 
not an agony, an unrelieved dis- 
cipline ’’ 

And Sturtevant emphasized 
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these and other student desires 
could be accomodated within the 
could be accommodated within 
the current institution. 

‘*.,.the colleges are embodi- 
menis, extensions of the outside 
world which creates and finances 
them. And what students are 
deeply disturbed about is the 
messy condition of the country 
and the world they will inherit 
upon graduation, It is that world 
which —in moral, political, and 
social ways — they ultimately 
wish to influence, to effect, to 
change for the better.’’ 

And he concluded relating the 
Students to the outside world 
with, ‘‘The world had better get 
ready to meet our students than 
the students to get ready to meet 
the world.,.are we not here less 
to prepare our students to get 
out and take part in the world 
than to prepare them to go out 
and take the world apart.,,?’’ 

Sturtevant then proceeded to 
the Estella Serrano tenure case, 
He called on the administration 
to ‘‘demonstrate to the students 
that they are listening to their 
demands,’’ that ‘‘we should honor 
them for their love of good 
teaching, and should take pride 
in the inititiative they have taken 
to express their feelings.” 

‘Will we make the mistake,’’ 
Mturtevant continued, ‘‘ofassum- 
ing that because the picketing 
contained only about 60 persons, 
they can be discounted as some 
special disgruntled minority. If 
we do, we have not learned from 
Columbia, 

‘Will we be blind to the lar- 
ger implications in this case, to 
how it represents a genuine 
desire on the part of students to 
join with us (faculty andadminis-

1 admire this book for its 
honesty. It is perhaps one of 
the most unique novels to come 
out of the war in Vietnam; a 
study of a soldier who does 
not wish to fight there, written 
by a hawk, It is a sympathetix 
profile of a fictitious Army 
pacifist named Nathan Long, who 
goes on a hunger strike 
to avoid going to the war 
area — for the simple reason 
that he is afraid afraid of 
dy ing, afraid of killing and 
afraid of the misery war brings 
on men, 


“Coward,”’ which was written 
while Tiede was a corespondent 


in Vietnam, derives its power 
from its hideously graphic 
depiction of warfare. While 


the publisher’s press release 
that came with ‘‘Coward” infers 
that Tiede is hawkish, this never 
leaks into the streamof his novel. 
Everyone therein is depicted in 
simply human terms. Kiker, 
the monsterous, embittered first 
sergeant; Nathan Long, the un- 
happy private; Captain Greeley, 
the dedicated professional and 
Vinnie Fakko, self-described as 
a “professional sex maniac.’’ 
Even the enemy, wususally 
yellow peril in most hawks’ 
books, are only human beings, 
as frightened as al! the rest. 


Tiede says he traces the 
origins of ‘‘Coward” to a brief 
fire-fight in Vietnam where a 
hand grenade almost killed him. 
He writes, ‘“‘God, how scared 
I was and, God, how scared 
is everybody in like situations. 
In fact, how seared is anybody 
who can even imagine such 
Situations, 

*, . « I hold no sympathy 
for the herds of young moderns 
who are at this moment 
forsaking Americana to duck the 
battlefield in Vietnam. But as 
a person, as an emotional! thing, 
I feel for them. I! don’t give 
a damn for their philosophies 
or their causes .. .! just grieve 
for their terror. They are so 
frightened, They are so really 
Sick with fear. . . .So am I, 
So are we all,” 

Then Tiede turns to his story 
and transmits his fear with t%e 
pen. ‘‘Coward” is a misery- 
ridden tour-de-force, exploring 
not just the psychology of the 
coward, but the psychology of the 
whole human race under the 
pressures of warfare. ! 


recommend it to every honest 
person who wants to enlarge 
his perspective on Vietnam.

College Physician Outlines 
Medical Questions

Answers to questions in this 
article are a sincere attempt to 
bring forth the iatest intormation 
available from current medical 
literature and thought. Due tothe 
rapid pace of medica] advances 
and research these answers 
cannot be interpreted as lasting 
dogma or totally free from 
further change as new infor- 
mation is acquired. The answers 
reflect the author’s personal pro- 
fessional opinion after research 
of medical literature on the sub- 
iects covered. 

Question: I have heard that 
the student health service and the 
counseling service must report 
to law enforcement authorities 
all evidence of narcotics usage 
that comes to their attention, 
Would you comment on this? 

Answer: Physicians, psychia- 
trists, and clinical psychologists 
all have a special iegal status 
when dealing with their patients. 
This specia! status is the right 
of privileged communication be- 
tween the patient and his physi- 
cian, psychiatrist, or therapist. 
The only narcotic violation which 
these persons must, by law, re- 
port is the treatment of a heroin 
addict. All other drug violations 
fall into the area of privileged 
communication. 

We, in the student health ser- 
vice and counseling service look 
at our overail role as one of 
assisting the student with his 
medical and psychiatric prob- 
lems and educating students about 
all medical problems including 
drug use and misuse. The re- 
porting of drug violations is not 
our function except in the case 
of heroin addiction as mentioned 
above. We look at the medical 
aspects of the student’s problem 
and try to solve these. Active 
search and detection of violations 
is totally in the realm of the law 
enforcement authorities. 

The American legal tradition 
has given the medical, psy- 
chiatric and psychology pro- 
fessions the right to protect from 
general knowledge anything told 
to the practitioner in confidence, 
No record is made available to 
any organization or individual 
without the express written con- 
sent from the student. An ex- 
ception to this general statement 
is the case in whicha court orders 
that a medical record be

released, but in this case the 
physician, the patient, or the 
attorney can go to court and 
plead that the information is 
privileged in nature and should 
not be made public. These are 
rare Cases, 

A further control is made at 
the student health service by 
keeping all matters of a delicate 
or confidential nature in a 
separate locked file which is 
available only to the medical 
staff. These findings are not 
seen by either clerical or nursing 
staff. 

In general, our staff feels that 
drug use and misuse is a health 
problem and the responsibilit: 
for these problems lies with the 
medical community. Violation of 
drug law is the responsibility of 
the law enforcement community 
We can help patients who feel 
drugs have become a problem 
for them only if we can listen 
to their problems in a _ non- 
judgemental manner, give them 
the latest scientific and medicai 
facts, continue our research into 
the matters, and work in an 
atmosphere of trust and confi- 
dentiality. Privi'eged communi- 
cation between the practitioner 
and his patient gives us an oppor- 
tunity to perfom our vita! func- 
tion of therapy and education.

Program Will Stress 
Black-White Contact 


“I feel that the first thing 
is to talk — to establish 
a dialogue so that black and 
white students can_—ilearn 
together.’’ 

With these words, Charles 
Hedges, professor of economics 
at Sacramento State College, 
described the attempts which he, 
Victor Comerchero of the English 
Department, and a group of SS( 
students are spearheading 
through their proposal for an 
interracial program at SSC. 

As the situation presently 
Stands, it is entirely possible 
for a white student at SSC to 
have no contact at all with black 
students in four years of 
‘‘education.”’ It is this situation 
which this program is to be 
designed to meet. 

The conclusions upon which 
the proposa! is based are lI) 
the majority of white students, 
particularly in the eyes of their 
black colleagues, are rather 
naive about the realities of being 
black in a predominantly white 
society; 2) all students find 
racial discussion highly stimu- 
lating and want to pursue 
it further, but do not have the 
opportunity to do so; and 3) 
genuine black-white dialogue on 
the subject of race should be 
part of the educational experience 
of every college student. 

Only a few of the goals of the 
proposed program are 1) to 
establish dialogues between ail 
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ethnic and racial groups on the 
campus; 2) to enable students 
and faculty at SSC to gain a 
better understanding of the 
racial dimensions in  con- 
temporary American society; 
3) to acquaint all students with 
the contributions of black 
culture to American society; and 
4) to prepare the different 
ethnic and racial groups at SS( 
to live together in a multiracial, 
integrated society. 


Efforts will be made to 
coordinate the various existing 
of embryonic programs such as 
the Community Study and 
Services Center, the program 
for culturally disadvantaged 
students, the experimental 
college and the ASSSC with the 
interracial program. 


Proposed activities may 
include such things as_ the 
addition of a required course 
in Black studies for all students 
as well as the offering ofa major 
in this area of study 


Also proposed are programs 
for the culturally disadvantaged 
students being brought to SS( 
next fall, and the acquaintance 
of local grammar and high school 
Students, especially the non- 
white and the disadvantaged white 
with the SSC campus and 
its programs in an effort to make 


a college education seem more 
accesible to them. 
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Other efforts may include the 
addition of interracial programs 
to SSC Week, interracial social 
clubs, an annual ‘‘Interracial 
Week,’’ and freshman and new 
student orientation oninterracial 
problems 


As the interracial program 
now stands all these ideas are 
only proposals, Their im- 
plementation, in fact the 
implementation of the program 
at all, depends upon the students 
at SSC. The professors spear- 
heading these ideas are leaving 
the entire program opon for 
student action.

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Hornet Foundation Meets. Period

Sacramento State College’s 
Hornet Foundation met Wednes- 
day afternoon. Period. 

The Foundation introduced its 


two new members: George F. 
Johnson of the Del Prado 
Restaurant chain and John H, 


Fabretti of the Cal — Western 
Life Insurance Co. 

The Foundation heard a report 
on its auxiliary enterprises — 
the SSC Food Services, the Hornet 
Bookstore and the married 
student housing complex, College 
Town, It was made clear 
a number of times that the Hornet 
Foundation is not financially in- 
volved in College Town and is 
only the operating agent. 

According to the report, the 
immediate problem of the Food 
Ser, ices is iis summer 
operation. Last year they lost 
$8,000 during the summer and 
apparently the same basic thing 
will happen this year unless 
something is done, 

The Hornet Bookstore report 
went like this: ‘‘They had an 
inventory that wasn’t really an 
inventory.’’ ? The Hornet Book- 
store has about $350,000 worth 
of merchandise in stock. Since 
the average for most colleges 
is $250,000 or less, they are 
trying to get rid of the excess, 
Also, last year’s net reserve 
average was 4.47%; the average 
in the rest of the state coliege 
system is 8%, 

College Town is 997; com- 
pleted and hopefully should be 
in operation by sometime this 
summer. The main holdup seems 
to be Sacramento County tax 
assessor Irene Hickman, who has 
decided that College Town is not 
tax exempt — the Foundation 
lawyer has his work cut out. 

rhe Foundation next heard a 
proposa! from Norm Miller, who 
has been working with the 
California State College Student 
Presidents Association’s Com- 
mission on Campus Unrest. 
Miller had previously proposed 
the Foundation grant him $250 
for expenses incurred traveling 
about the state collecting data 


for this commission. 

Miller can no longer travel 
at his own expense and was now 
proposing he be hire at $900 
for the entire summer so that 
he could compile the statistics 
meaningful 


into a report 
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and co-ordinate the efforts of the 
self-study groups. 


The Foundation mutually 
decided against employing 
Miller, but decided they would 
listen to a proposal to grant 
him ‘x’? amount of dollars for 
this summer project if he could 
submit it in writing to them 
before their meeting next Wed- 
nesday, 


Finally, the Foundation heard 
a proposal concerning tic 
possibility of Hornet Bookstore 


employees joining the California 


State Employees Association, 
whch is a union on the state 
level. Opposition was expected 


from the AF1~—CIO local to which 
the cafeteria employees belong. 
The Foundation decided to dis- 
cuss everything next week after 
their lawyer had looked into the 
matter. 

The Foundation adjourned, 
Oh, yes. The Hornet reporter 
was told she was welcome at 
the meetings, but to be careful 
what she wrote. 


Viet Nam's ‘Lighter’ Side- 


Buffalo Stuck in 


CU CHI, Vietnam 
Things were going badly for the 
United States in Vinh Loc village 

There were differing opinions 
about how that water buffalo got 
trapped in the well. The villagers 
seemed to be blaming the 
American troops. 

The sidewalk engineers had 
begun to gather —-mostly critical 
kibitzers in the range of 5 to7 
years old. The kid who was 
supposed to guard the water 
buffalo was bawling. His grand- 
mother was wailing. 

An interpreter was attempting 
to give the American side of 
things; two buffaio had gotten 
into a snorting and butting match 
and the unfortunate loser had 
backed into the well. Nobody 


(AP) — 


seemed to be buying that ex- 
planation. 

That was the critical sum- 
mation when Ist Lt, Robert 


Dehlinger, a 23-year old 
mechanized platoon leader from 
Staten Island, N.Y., arrived on 
the scene, 

Dehlinger sent for the 
buffalo’s owner and called up a 
tank recovery vehicle, a 
behemoth equipped to haul 
damaged tanks from the battle- 
field, 
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The crew wrapped a steel! 
cable around the buffalo’s nech. 

“Old papa-san nearly had a 
heart attack,’’ Dehlinger re- 
called. ‘“‘He thought we were 
going to strangle the thing.’’ 

\ water buffalo is valuable 
property. That 700-pound snorter 
in the hole was worth about 
$300 as a farm animal. Dead. he 
was worth about one-third that 
for meat, Old papa-san could 
see his financial! lossed mounting, 

Dehlinger admits that the 
buffalo *‘almost died of asphyxia- 
tion’? while the tank recovery 
vehicle tugged away, 

A new approach was obviously 
needed and it was decided to put 
the cable around the buffalo’s 
horns. 


Finally, the cable began to 
lift the buffalo out, his neck 
stretched alarmingly and his 


owner alternately wailing and 
cheering. Clambering to safety 
from the shallow well, the buffa- 
lo snorted and wentoff peacefully 
behind the little boy who was 
his keeper. 

‘He wasn’t feeling too kindly 
about Americans or Vietnamese 
or anybody,’’ Dehlinger reported.

to the attention of the Senate that 
Miss Serrano is blind and had 
a little more difficulty thanother 
teachers in obtaining her PhD. 
He told them that as a body 
representing the students, they 
should take the stand that students 
are more important than 
scholarship. He said the students 
come first, and that she’s very 


valuable. 
President Jan Eakes stated 
that the student senate’s 


obligation is to voice the views 
of the student body and support 
competent people. ‘‘We should 
push them out the top instead 
cf cutting them off the bottom,’’ 
Eakes commented, referring to 
tenured professors who are no 
longer competent. 

The resolution stated that the 
Student Senate will appoint their 
chairman ( John Sutter ) to 
represent their case before the 
\cademic Senate. Senator Roger 
Smith requested the Senators, in 
voting , not to abstain so the vote 
could be unanimous. The vote 
to approve the resolution was 
unanimous until Chairman John 
Sutter abstained. 

The Senate then entertained 
a motion to endorse a bill, 
entitled ‘“‘Tenure,’’ introduced by 
Bill Schmidt. This bill stated 
that SSC uses an inferior means 
of evaluating the qualifications 
concerning the hiring and firing 
of personnel and asked for 
a criteria by which they measure 
instructive ability. 

Written by Forum, the Black 
Students Union, Young People’s 
Socialist League, MAYA, and 
interested students, the bill asked 
that the college not have PhD 
requirements because it does 
not automatically pertain to the 
teaching abilities of the tenure 
candidate. 

They also requested that, 
since they are the immediate 
recipiants of the teaching ability 
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of the faculty, they should have 
student representation of the 
Department Tenure Committee 
with full voting power, and one 
minority student should be chosen 
out of the three students, 

Bill Schmidt said that, as in 
the Irwin case, a Ph.D. has no 
revelence on competence in 
teaching and he didn’t see how 
those deciding tenure could 
justify firing a teacher that 
inspired stucents, 

Laurence Bekowitz reasoned; 
“Why hire someone if they’re 
not competent? It makes no 
sense to me.”’ 

Tom Wirtz said that requiring 
a Ph.D, perpetuates racism 
since only a small percentage 
of Negro teachers can obtain 
them. Miss Serreno, he said, 
represents the Spanish- 
American ethnic group which is 
her real importance as a teacher, 

The Senate agreed to endorse 
the sympathies of the groups 
by a vote of 9-0-1, with John 
Sutter abstaining. 

In other business, the Senate 
agreed to accept Jan Eakes’ veto 
of the structure of the Board of 
Finance, which he called a 
‘‘monstrosity.”’ He proposed 
abolishing . the board and 
replacing it with an executive 
board that would provide 


for overall coordination, The 
suggestion was assigneci to the 
Statutes Committee.

Prof Wolfson To Speak 


Jews from Nazi 
persecution will be the subject 
of a report given by Manfred 
Wolfson, assistant professor of 
Government. The report, the 
first of a two part series, will 
be presented in the Music Recital 
Hall tonight at 8:00, 

The talk, which deals with 
the conflict between society’s 
ethics and the individual’s ethics, 
is the result of two years of re- 
search conducted by Wolfson in 
Germany. 

The Germans of World War 
Il that went against their country 
and helped the Jews, provide 
a good study of the problem 
of ‘‘moral responsibility.’’ They 
exemplify the individual’s moral 
struggle against a totalitarian 
government. ‘The purpose of 
the study was neither to praise 
nor condemn the rescuers, but 
to get at the facts, to learn why 
the people acted the way 
they did,’’ Wolfson said. 

Part of the reason for this 
Study came to Wolfson while 
he was teaching at the University 
of California at Berkeley. He 
felt that schools ‘inadequately 
trained students for vigilent 
cultivation of freedom.’’ The 
schools don’t meet their 
obligation in teaching re- 
sponsibility of the citizen to the 
country, when to say yes or no, 

This lack of training by the 
schools, prompted Wolfson to 
gather contemporary material 
for training students. 

Schoois now are teaching 
courses such as government 
without mentioning anything about 
their ethical application.

'‘Green-Carders’ Ar 
Center of Delano Storm 


(This is the second part of 
two-part series on the recent 
developments with the striking 
Delano farm works.) 

The strike against the grow- 
ers, the Guimarra Brothers Co., 
in particular, is losing much of 
its effectiveness due to the em 
ployment of ‘‘green’ card’’ 
workers. 

According to Lupe Ang.aao, 
a representative of 
Farm Workers, 
SoC campus last Tuesday, the 
present situation is a partial 
result of a meeting heldon March 
23 betw>en representatives of the 
growers and Secretary of Labor 
Willard Wirtz 

The growers complained of 
inconsistencies in a Department 
of Labor regulation prohibiting 
the use of ‘‘green carders” on 
farms involved in labor disputes. 
(Green carders’’ are foreign 
nationals, primarily Mexican, 
with permits to work in the U.S.) 
The growers complained they 
were being unduly restrained in 
their hiring. 

\s a result of this meeting, 
employment limits on ‘green 
carders’’ were eased for; rowers 
whom the strike was not directly 
leveled at and whose workers had 
not walked out, 

Soon after this meeting an in- 
crease of green card workers 
(550) appeared in the Delano 
area —the center of the ‘‘strike 
belt’. It was # simple matter, 
said Miss \nguiano, for the 
‘‘green carders’”’ to declare for 
work on non-struck farms and 
then be transported to those that 
were, again primarily the Gui- 
marra Comlany 

Upon discovery of this in- 
crease, Cesar Chavez wired a 
telegram to Wirtz. This telegram 
read in part: ‘‘We feel that we 
are about to experience a strike- 
breaking blow by the federal 
administration...we have advo- 
cated, pleaded and even begged 
for enforcement on the question 
of the use of green card strike- 
breakers, We have not had ans 
success in enlisting the co- 
Operation of,..your department 
to help bring about enforcement,. 
The Delano growers are again 
recruiting more green card 
strikebreakers in flagrant dis- 
regarc of your own regulations 
On the other hand, the Union is 
being harassed by your agents,,’’ 

\s a result of this telegram, 
sect. Wirtz sent a team of in- 
vestigators to check on this 
allegation. 

According to Miss Anguiano, 
however, these investigators did 
not check on illegal employment 
in the fields so much as they 
harassed members of the Union 
picket line. This point § was 
brought up in another telegram

\s a result of this second 
telegram, more _ investigators 
were sent to check on the 
strikers’ claims, However, Miss 
\nguiano said, Guimarra learned 
of this beforehand so that when 
the invesiigators arrived the il- 
legal workers had been removed 
elsewhere Thev have since re- 
turned again and are now working 
in the fields, 

\s a direct result

What this all adds up to is 
the reason for Miss Anguiano’s 
visit to the campus, The United 
Farm Workers are in need of 
help in carrying out its many 
goals in correcting the injustice 
they feel is being done by the 
growers, the Labor Department 
and the .S. Immigration Ser- 
vice. And, it is pointed out, these 
injustices hurt not only the Delano 
workers, but farm workers all 
over the nation, 

Of major importance among 
these goals is the initiation of a 
mass letter writing campaign. 
Everyone who agrees with the 
position and demands of the 
United Farm Workers is being 
asked to write letters. 

The letter campaign is aimed 
at introducing and supporting 
legislation to clarify the ‘‘green 
card’’ legislation, to prescribe 
penalties for its violation and 
also as a protest of the treat- 
ment of the strike and strikers 
hy the authorities, as previously 
cited by Miss Anguiano, 

These letters should be vrit- 
to Secretary of Labor Willard 
Wirtz, Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark Vice-president Humphrey 
and tne individual’s congressman 
and senators. 

It is hoped that through this 
campaign support can be obtained 
in the areas where it counts most. 

Another goal of primary con- 
cern is the success of a boycott 
on all California grapes, The 
LFW, in an effort attempt to 
bring Guimarra and the other 
grape growers to the bargaining 
table, are asking distributors, 
retailers and consumers not to 
carry or purchase California 
grapes 

The rational, in part, be- 
hind this boycott is that by using 
the green card workers the 
growers are able to negate the 
strike and render it ineffective. 
If, however, no one buys the 
grapes the end result will be the 
same as if these picking methods 
were never employed —thus in- 
directly making the strike a 
success,

Stanford University student body. 

In an unprecedented turn- 
out, the students voted 1,575 for 
Miss Drake and |, 232 for runner- 
up Dennis Hayes. 

Mrs. Cissie Bonini, who had 
run with a ‘vote for Mom” 
slogan, trailed far behind with 
only 175 votes. 

Because she did not win a 
majority, Miss Drake faces a 
run-off May 14, but not in 10 
years hac any preliminary 
victor failed to win final 
election. 

The photos of her unclad

experiences they shall have. If 
we do, we have not learned from

‘‘In the Serrano tenure case, 
the crisis of relevance is made 
incredibly manifest and real. It 
stands as a test the consequences 
of which will determine, I feel, 
the future of this institution. I 
hope, for ali our sakes, that we 
are equal to the test.’’ 

Sturtevant finished his speech, 
and drew the loudest applause 
of the afternoon from the some 
900 people in attendance. 


Otto Butz had led off the 
panel with philosophy that stated 
generally what Sturtevant stated 
specifically, 

Butz first went through the 
‘slum clearance’’ of his talk — 
the failing of the system to be 
reievant. He said that students’ 
human needs aren’t being met — 
that the institution doesn’t realize 
there are two types of training, 
citizenship training and voca- 
tional training. 


Then he turned to the ‘‘urban 
renewal’’ —that the whole culture 
needs to be re-thought. He listed 
specific steps he thought should 
be taken to improve the quality 
of education — 


1) training should be kept for 
tasks of community survival 
while preserving allowance for an 
individual’s ‘‘own thing; ’’ (2) that 
there needs tu be a refrain from 
‘‘absolutizing’’ —going too far in 
either conservation or inno- 
vation; and 3) that greater indi- 
vidualization of education is 
needed, rather than the standard, 
packaged education at present. 

Butz presented obstacles 
which would probably be resident 
in changing present types of edu- 
cation: 


—that there is a suspicion, 
deeply rooted, in western society, 
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of human nature —that you can't 
trust human spontaneity. 


— the idea that educatior 
merely trains you to cope witt 
the outside world by preparing 
you for a job, 


hierarchial 
of higher education, 


— the present 
struciure 

Butz concluded by saying that 
‘innovators must guard against 
seif - righteousness’? — that 
“innovators and conservatives 
should not polarize themselves, 
or a useless battle would result,”’ 


There were two other 
speakers, but they were provin- 
cial in their comment. Professor 
Hedges of the economics depart- 
ment focused almost exclusively 
on the irrelevancy of education 
with regard to the racial crisis, 
He cited several steps he has 
taken to make the racial prob- 
lem more aningful and 
immediate to the ‘udent. 


The other speaker was 
Stewart Moredock of the Math 
department —he said that math 
was a difficult subject to make 
relevant to the outside world, 
and that he had made himself a 
number of experiments within 
his classes to try to make it 
more relevant.’”’ 
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
